FBI Said to Have Found: 


Betty Renner Had Un. 
covered New Evidence 
in Millionaire’s Death. 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP)—| 


The New York Daily News said 
in a copyrighted story today the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 


had uncovered a major clue in 
the Bahamas murder of Betty 
Renner, Washington (D.C.) lawyer. 

New eéyidence linking her 
death with a prominent figure in 
the unsolved killing of Sir Har- 
ry Qaks, eccentric Canadian mil- 
lionaire, is being mvestigated by 
the FBI and thé State Depart- 
ment, and a break in the case is 
near, the News said. Both killings 
were committed near Nassau in 
the British Bahamas. 

(In Washington, an FBI spokes- 


man disclaimed any know e of 


the -reported development, and 
said the FBI had no jurisdiction 


‘to conduct an investigation in the 


Bahamas. The State Department 
also said it had no information 
on the matter.) 

Her Body Found in Well. . 

The 37-year-old Miss Renner, 
former Department of Justice 
lawyer who served on the War 
Crimes Commission in Tokyo, 
was strangled and beaten to death 
while vacationing last April. Her 
body was found in a well. 

Oakes was fatally beaten and 
burned in his home in 1943. His 
son-in-law, Count Alfred de Ma- 
rigny, was acquitted of the mur- 
der after a trial during which De 
Marigny’s wife, the former Nancy 
Oakes, testified in his defense. 
The Oakes-De Marigny marriage 
was annulled recently. 

The News said that new evi- 
dence indicated that Miss Renner 
ran across previously undisclosed 
evidence in the Oakes case. The 
paper added: . 

“She was known to have met a 
man who was a ted with 
Oakes, and who was a witness in 
the De Marigny trial, a few days 
before her partly nude body was 
found wedged in an open well in 
a pine forest.”

Thirty of the dead had been 
identified. They included 15 
Negroes. All were from Chicago. 

Police, who started their in- 
vestigation of the accident im- 
mediately after the crash, arrested 
the streetcar conductor yesterday 
on a charge of leaving the scene 
of an accident. The conductor, 
William C. Liddell, 28 years old, 
a Negro, who escaped from the 
fiery car with several passengers, 
was released on $100 bond posted 
by the Chicago Transit A .

Liddell, who disappearéd after 
the crash, testified at 2 hearing 
held by the transit company yes- 
terday. 

‘Swept Out With Crowd.’

BERLIN, May 27 (AP) — With 
pomp and fanfare reminiscent of 
the Hitler era, East Germany's 
Communist youth brigades paid 
homage today to Russia’s war 
dead. Western troops and West 
German police patrolled the West 
ern sectors on watchful alert. as 
the - long-heralded Whitsuntide 
rallies went into high gear. 

Thére were a few minor inci- 
dents here and there, but mainly 
the city was calm and orderly. 
Three East German police, armed 
with old ‘German army carbines, 
abducted a German from the 
American sector during the noon 
hour and fired on Western police 
when they attempted pursuit. 

That was the second such inci- 
dent in 24 hours. 

- Two alleged Communist agrnts 
were arrested during the night 
for trying to abduct a 32-year-old 
political refugee from the Rus- 
sian zone at the British sector 
elevated railway station. 

No Organized Violence. 

Up-to 4:30 p.m. (10:30 a.m. St. 
Louis time) there .was no sign of 
organized violence and no further 
incidents had been reported. 

Despite the air of calm, Ameri- 
can troops were placed in a “state 
of readiness” as 400,000 young 
Germans massed for the Commu- 
nist rallies, 

Though no serious violence had 
developed so far and Red leaders 
jeered at the Western Allies for 
their fears that an attack on West 
Berlin might develop, the Amer- 
icans, British and French took no 
chances. 

United States troops were re- 
stricted to their barracks, on the 
alert for any call, an official an- 
nouncement said.

The New York consulate gen- 
eral was the last establishment 
Czechoslovakia had in this coun- 
try. aside from the embassy in. 
Washington. The consulates at 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland already 
had been ordered shut down this 
month in retaliation for an en- 
forced two-thirds cut in the num- 
“ber of American official repre- 
sentatives in Czechoslovakia. The 
Chicago consulate had been 
closed earlier. 

The action came within 24 
hours after the United States had 
restricted Romanian diplomats to 
an area of 35 miles around the 
city of Washington. That move 
was in retaliation for Romanian 
restrictions on United States offi- 
cials in that country.

Cook late yesterday dismissed for 
'the second time a suit against 
Leonard Irving and two officers 
of the AFL Hod Carriers’ Build- 
‘ing and Common Laborers’ Union. 
Irving, a Democrat, is the fourth 
district Congressman and presi- 
dent of the loca] union. 

Eighty-five members of the 
union filed the suit in equity de- 
manding an accounting of union 
funds last July. The plaintiffs 
charged Irving and the other of- 
ficers used money from the union 
treasury for political. purposes, 
personal benefit, the purchase of 
a private automobile and other 
unauthorized expenses. 

The other defendants were Roy 
E. Livingston, finanical secretary 
and treasurer, and Alvin Butch- 
er, recording and corresponding 
secretary. 

Judge Cook upheld a defense 
motion to dismiss the suit on 
grounds that the remedy within 
the union was more adequate 
than the suit in circuit court and 
that he lacked jurisdiction. The 
judge dismissed the suit last Aug. 
13 on similar grounds, but the 
plaintiffs appealed and the State 
Supreme Court ruled that Judge 
Cook did have jurisdiction. 

Paul Barnett, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, said he would appeal to 
a higher court again. |: 

The suit did not list the amount 
of money allegedly misused. How- 
ever, Barnett said a decrease of 
$37,000 occurred in the union 


last year.

To ease or reduce the tax burden on 
profits from stock trading, instead of 
stimulating production and industrial 
activity, is more likely ta retard it by 
increasing ‘speculation and reducing: 
eapital available productive enter- 


If Congress is interested in stimulat- 
ing industrial activities by attracting 
investors, it shoyld ease the tax burden 
on profits accruing from the sale of 
stock which represents an original in- 
vestment by the seller in a new enter- 
prise or the expansion program of a 
going concern. Profits ‘from purely 
speculative tratling should be subjected 
to an even higher tax then at present. 

The proposal to ease the tax on profits. 
from real estate transactions is even 
more indefensible. Land is not only a 
creation of nature and not of man, but 
ig an essential element in production. 

Land held out of production not only 
limits the productive opportunity, but 
by decreasing the quantity of similar 
land available for use spuriously in- 
creases land values, and thus increases 
the cost of production and discourages 
new enterprise. 

In order to open vacant and unused 
lands to production and thereby stimu- 
late business, the longer land is held 
out of use, whether it be improved or 
unimproved, the higher the tax on 

rofits from its sale should be. Legis- 
ation along this line would discourage 
land speculation, tend to open unused 
land to p™ductive enterprise, and by 
increasing “be land available reduce 
rental valves. Funds now used in land 
speculation would find their way into 
productive enterprises and the general 
economic health would be improved.

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A Streetcar Named ‘Death ' 

Could it happen in our community? That is 
the first question people all over the nation will 
ask themselves on reading of the Chicago street- 
car holocaust. In St. Louis, the answer seems 
to be: Perhaps. : 

Gasoline trucks operate in this city wherever 
they please, inquiry at City Hall discloses. So 
the first ingredient of a similar disaster—thou- 
sands of gallons of gasoline being carted about 
streets on which there are public transit lines— 
is present. . 

If a str ‘(or bus) and a gasoline truck 
collided, and the former were set afire, the next 
question is whether the occupants could escape. 
In Chicago, many of them were trapped inside. 


Once again the answer seems to be: That, too, 
might happen here. St. Louis took precaution- 
ary steps after a similar disaster here nine years 
ago. A Tower Grove bus collided with a passen- 
ger automobile, crashed into a fuel oil tank on 
Ninth, street at Allen avenue; the oil exploded, 
sprayed flames over the bus, and 10 persons 
were killed. An ordinance was enacted estab- 
lishing minimum standards for safe exit from 
public conveyances, and the Public Service Co. 
reports it is complying with the ordinance. 


Streetcars are equipped with what is known 
as a dead man’s switch, a device placed on the 
heel of the accelerator pedal. When the oper- 
ator lifts his foot from this switch, the doors 
can be pulled or pushed open. 

Window bars, which may have prevented the 
escape of some of the victims at Chicago, are 
absent from the old streetcars in St. Louis, but 
there are two bars at the windows of new ones. 


On new busses there is an emergency release 
over the rear door; by first breaking a glass and 
pulling a chain a passenger can push the door 
open. On older busses a rear exit has been pro- 
vided in a push-out type of rear window. 

Perhaps these. safety precautions are suffi- 
cient, and perhaps they are not. The Chicago 
disaster this week, and the St. Louis disaster of 
1941, both indicate that when only one or two 
means of exit can be depended upon the results 
may be calamitous. 

On the Tower Grove bus in which 10 lost 


- their lives the front door was blocked by debris 


and the side door was blocked for preciéus min- 
utes by the automobile that was in collision 
with the bus. The indication plainly is that 
there should be as’ many avenues of emergency 
egress as possible.

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The Right to Bear Arms

Complex federal and state laws regulate possession and use of fire- 
arms, writer notes; constitutional right to keep arms is not well 
of understood; Missouri requires permits for pistols and concealed 
weapons; Government registérs machine-guns, sawed-off shotguns.

The dusty rider nudged his roman-nosed 
bronc to the hitching post in front of the 
Dirty Shame saloon and made for the bat- 
wing doors. From inside, the sound of 
thumping boots and a squeaking fiddle 
mingled with the clink of bottle and glass. 
At the door, the rider surrendered his 
sixgun and belt and, hitching at his faded 
levis, made for.the bar. There was a new 
law in Missouri that made it “onlawful” 
to pack a gun in a public place. 
the citizens didn’t like it, they felt right 
undressed. a 

That law, with some modifirations, is 
still on the books, along with many others 
that regulate your legal right to bear arms. 


The Constitution of Missouri states in 
Article II, section 17,... “That the right 
of no citizen to keep and bear arms in de- 
fense of his home, person or property, or 
in aid of the civil power, when thereto 
legall?¥ summoned, shall be called in ques- 
tion; but nothing herein contained is in- 
tended to justify the practice of wearing 
concealed weapons.” 

From. the, Federal Constitution: “A well 
regulated militia being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms shall not 
be infringed.” 


Hunters and Marksmen 


These quotes form the basis of your 
right, as a citizen, to keep and bear arms. 
For the hunter and marksman, thesé two 
laws are of vital importance. yet they and 
their many federal and state counterparts 
concérning firearms are little understood 
by the average citizen. 

Generally speaking, regulations concern- 
ing firearms are broken down into three 
categories: laws concerning marking and 
purchasing, laws concerning carrying and 
transporting, and Taws concerning use. 

There is no provision in the Missouri 
statutes regulating the purchase of rifles 
and shotguns by adults... Pistols and all 


purch 
souri statute books concerning permits or 
license’ to Carry concealed weapons. 
While most of the state laws are direct- 
ed at concealed weapons and their regu- 
lation, the uses of all weapons of any kind 
are well covered. Chapter 31, Article 4, 
Section 4425 says: : 
“Every person who shall willfully and 
maliciously shoot into any dwelling house, 
barn, stable or outhouse, or into any en- 


at 
ral

acts, now on the federal statute books, 
have a dirett bearing on the public. 

The Federal Firearms Act prohibits any 
person from shipping, transporting, or 
knowingly receiving in interstate or “for- 
eign commerce, any firearm from which 
the manufacturer’s serial number has been 
remeved, obliterated, or altered. 


Another act, the National Firearms Act 
of 1934, further limits the type of fire- 
arms held ‘by the citizen. The purpose of 
the act is to prevent strictly gangster 
weapons} such as machine-guns and sawed- 
off shotguns, from getting into criminal 
hands by imposing a prohibitive transfer 
tax. The act provides for registration and 
imposes a transfer tax upon firearms 
(machine-guns, sawed-off shotguns and 
silencers). 


State Patrol’s Policy 


All of these laws, statutes, acts and reg- 
ulations concerning firearms are hard for 
the averagé sportsman to interpret cor- 
rectly. Different situations may require 
different interpretations of the law. Lieut. 
K. K. Johnson of the Missouri State High- 
way Patrol has written for The Conserva- 
tionist a short explanation of how the pa- 
trol. handles some of the situations: 

“In the enforcement of our state laws, 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol has 
always followed a pelicy of using com- 
mon sense. Although ignorance of law 
is no excuse, we do consider it important 
that our citizens be familiar with the reg- 
ulations that they are expected to follow. 

“Should they be found violating any of 
our state laws, such as driving while in- 
toxicated, their journey would not be con- 
sidered a peaceable one and firearms in 
their possession within easy. reach might 
be considered as a violation. i 

“The final decision as to whether a 
charge of carrying concealed weapons is to 
be filed rests in the facts involved. The 
manner in which the weapon was being 
used or displayed and the tharacter of 
the individyal is involved: Persons with 
questionable characters certainly would 
have egy justifying possession ef

He in- 
tended to run for a tenth term. 
He was opposed to the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 

Often in Conflict. 

As chairman of the House La- 
bor and Education Committee, 
Representative Lesinski often 
found himself in conflict with his 
colleagues who were sharply di- 
vided on such major issues as 
federal aid to education and the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

Normally House committees fol- 
low seniority in naming their 
chairmen. In that event Mr. Les- 
inski probably will be succeeded 
by Representative Graham Bar- 
den (Dem.), North Carolina, who 
has served in Congress since 1935 
—longer than any other commit- 
tee member. 

Mr. Lesinski, a Catholic, dif- 
fered sharply with Barden on 
such matters as federal aid to 
schools. But, more often than not, 
Mr. Lesinski was tilting with Rep- 
resentative Andrew Jacobs (Dem.), 
Indigha, on both education and 
labor matters. 

Parochial School Issue. 

The big conflict over getting a 
$300,000,000 school aid bill to the 
House floor arose in the commit- 
tee over the religious issue — 
whether parochial schools should 
be allowed to share in federal 
money. 

Mr. Lesinski was credited large- 
ly with leading the 13 to 12 vote 
by which the committee shelved 
the Senate-approved measure last 
March 14.
